LAKE SUCCESS, Oct. IS (ff^— The slx-natlon Arab bloc in 
the United Nations, solidly unified In opposition to any 
scheme for partitioning Palestine, made final plans today for 
unleashing a series of speeches attockingr the position taken 
by the United States in the controversial holy land question. 

With every Arab delegation planning to take the floor 
again before the general assembly's special 57-nation Pales- 
tine committee, Arab spokesmen made it plain that anti- 
American feelings of most middle east statesmen were at 
fover pitch. 

The U. S., through its delegate, Herschel V. Johnson, an- 
nounced on Saturday its sup- 



port in principle of the plan 
for dividing Palestine into 
two countries, one Jewish and. 
one Arab. 

When the commllte« rtconvenu 
Ut« tod«r, Ruaala vui cxpcctml to 
announcQ Its lonB-nvaltod position 
In the hotly -debated cose.

The U. S. declaration aUo sup- 
ported a recommendation tor admit- 
ting 150,000 JewUh InimlsranU Into 
PalesUne. It aUpuIatod that alter 
the holjr land was partitioned, the 
American Bovemment would help 
the U. N. to preserve "Internal Uw 
and order" during a two-year In- 
terim period, but (alled to commit 
the U. 8. on the vital question or 
proTldlng armed forces for imple- 
menting partition.

No Break for 
Relation Seen 
In Russ Fight 

WASHIWaTON, Oct. 13 m — 
Despite Russians all out battle 
against the Marshall plan, top 
American Informants now predict 
that the Soviet union will stop short 
of a final breakdown of relations 
with this country any time soon. 

This estimate. It was learned from 
ofllclal sources. Is entering hito 
basic planning now being under- 
taken for tho big four foreign min- 
isters meeting Nov. 3S at London 
and Oerman and Austrian peace 
settlements. It also figures In devel- 
opment of American policies In the 
current United Nations meeting at 
New York. 

Major DevelopmenU 

The Week will bring major de- 
velopments on at least thieg sectors 
of the economic front, all Involving 
to some extent the central prob- 
lem of the Russian -American con- 
troversies, These developments ore: 

1- A top level conference was 
scheduled to open today between a 
committee representing the Ifl na- 
tions which at Paris recently phin- 
ncd a European recovery program 
under the long range Marahall plan 
and members of President Truman's 
Intcr-departmental committee on 
the plan.

3. Prance Is due to run out of 
dollan about mid-week and there- 
upon to cease all purchases In the 
United States- of cool, fats, and 
fuel-aut^lles essential to the pol- 
lUcsl stability as well as tho 
economic welt being of France. 

3. Tho united BUtea and Britain 
are expected to reach substantial 
agreement before next week-end 
on plans for Increasing American 
dollar expenditures In western Oer-i 
many, possibly by »300.000OTO to 
<300,OO0.DO0, to moke up a deficit In 
oocupaUon costs due to Britain's 
shortage of dollars.

Potato, Sugar Beet Harvests 
Boost Area's Worker Demand 



Potato and sugar , beet harvests 
have brought a marked Increase In 
this area's labor demand, according 
to the most recent weekly report 
for south central Idaho of the state 
employment service. 

During the first week In October, 
nearly SOD Jobs were available, re- 
presenting a marked Increase over 
previous weeks. 

The Amalgamated Sugar plants at 
Burley and Paul are now operating 
and employing about 400 workers. 
The company's- beet stock piles 
nave reached maximum capacity, 
and the sugar beet harvest In Cassia 
and Minidoka counties has slowed 
down and released some workers 
to assist in the potato harvest. 

The haying operations and har- 
vest of beans in the Twin Palls 
section have ended, but beet and 
potato bartoiU oro now la full- 
swing. 

End of seasonal operations of a 
large cannery at Buhl resulted In 



the tay-off of 300 workers, but em- 
ployment awaits them In the beet 
and potato harvest. 

The Rogers Brothers Seed com- 
pany at Curry has started operations 
employing a crow of 13. The report 
also Indicates that this concern 
will open a new plant In Twin Falls 
about Nov. I, expected to employ 
about 40 sortera. 

The Jerome ISES otilce reports 
the need tor an calUnated BOO work- 
ers for poUto and beet harvests for 
the next 30 to 40 aayt. Closing of 
the main lodge at Sun Valley Oct, 
1 eliminated employroetit for about 
100 persons. This lodge will reopen 
Dec. IS for the winter sports' sea- 
son. '

The 
Russians also lost on a-mave to have 
thD.U. N. lay blame for the Balkan 
troubles on the United States, 
Britain and Greece. 

nils oecond big test on the Balkan 
problem come when the S7-natlon 
political commltteo of .the general 
ossembly rejected by a vole of 40 
to six a Soviet resolution offered as 
an alternative to a United States 
proposal approved lost Saturday. 

The Soviet resolution also pro- 
posed creation of a U. N. commis- 
sion to Bupcrvlse American aid to 
Oreece under the Truman program. 

Russia was defeated on each of 
nine votes as the committee de- 
cided .on the Soviet proposal para- 
graph by paragraph and then lost 
on the final vote, with only Russia 
and tho live Soviet bloc countries 
voting in the affirmative. Eleven 
countries abstained on the final 
ballot. 

Britain charged that Russia's de- 
mand for withdrawal .of foreign 
troops from Oreece "Is no more 
than a piece of political propa- 
ganda." 

The British declaration was made 
by Minister of State Hector Mc- 
Neil after hearhig Russia's chief 
delegate, Andrei Y. Vbhhuky, and 
five of Russia's followers attack 
Britain and tho United States for 
what they called Intervention In 
Oreece. 

Herschel V. Johnson, U. S. dele- 
gate. Joined McNeil In opposing the 
Soviet demands. He declared the 
United States delegation would "vote 
against the entire body" of the 
Soviet resolution. 

This included Vlshlnsky's demand 
tor creation of a United Nations 
commission to supervlne tlic Truman 
program of aid to Oreece.

He said he believed Wallace, a 
brick contractor, who formerly lived 
at Logan, Utah, was killed Instantly 
and the truck was almost totally 
demolished. Mrs. Baughman sus- 
tained mulUpIe contusions and a 
scalp laceration and Is expected to 
recover, a local physldal declared. 
Rolled Over Five Tlmea 

Martindale said his Investigation 
revealed the truck was "out of 
control for BSO feet and rolled over 
five tlmea in a dUtance of 130 feet," 
Tracks on tho road Indicated the 
truck careened down the right 
shoulder of the road for mors than 
300 feet and then veered to the 
left side, plowing a furrow before 
turning over.

Oovemment officials from Wash- 
ington, D. C„ have been studying 
the possibility that uranium and 
thorium, two fissionable properties 
used in hameaslng atomic energy, 
might exist in Boise basin, Mellor 
sold. 

The region Is teeming with mon- 
aslte, a black sand which comu 
from placer mining and dredging 
operations. Thb sand contains xeno- 
tlme, a fissionable material: thor- 
ium: dtconlum and Is a possible 
source of uranium, Mellor declared. 

"It Is possible," he' added, "that 
this gold rush uirltory might go 
over to the producUoii of materials 
for the atom bomb."

F THE CASE OF BRITAIN 

Two able writera of quite different social 
and economic vlewpolnta have recently visit- 
ed Bnglond and come away with the same 
conclusions. John D03 Passos. In a magazine 
article, and Henry J. Taylor, In a series of 
newsiMper stories, have decided that Ens- 
iMdla greatest difficulty Is not the dollar 
anopiBe, but the stumbllnB Inefficiency of 
a'WClallstlc bureaucracy. 
. .:Mr. Dos Pasios tells of a town of "form 
nilers and form files." Mr, Taylor relates 
tHo atory of a farmer who spent ?60O raising 
a crop of cucumbers, sold half of it— because 
of unrealistic priclnff regulations— for J72, 
and took the rest home and fed it to the 
pigs. 

The United States saw much of the same 
thing during the war. The British govern- 
ment, both writers agree, hu a lot of smart 
young theoreticians who know more about 
running business than the people who have 
done It for more years than the smart boys 
have lived. Production is stifled by over- 
regulation and paper work. There are bureaus 
and aub<bureaus and aub-aub-bureaus and 
much red tape. 

Furthermore, it la apparent from reading 
both writera that the pwty In power la 
emphasizing class-consciousness, on the one 
hand, while It levela daas distinctions on the 
other. The living standard la drastically 
lowered for many. But for the pre-war have- 
nota, the present mode of living, bad u it 
• la, ia a distinct improvement over what 
they have Icnown. 

This, it would seem, la about the smartest 
thing that the labor government haa done. 
Its bumbling jractlcoa have brought the 
XJnited Kingdom to the brink of economic 
disaster. But in the midat of this degrada- 
tion the government apparently has never 
forgotten for a moment Ita obligation to the 
cme-thlrd or more of a nation which supports 

There la less food and less clothing and less 
comfort and lea pleasure for Englishmen 
I IQ general today. But. though food may be 
poor and badly dlstrtbuted, there la more of 
It for the pre-war poor. They receive a little 
money for the support of their children, and 
the children receive free, nourishing school 
lunches. Millions of voters remember that 
It wasn't like that under the Tories. 

For such reasons labor has not lost a by- 
election since It came to power. Tcr all the 
present drab austerity, a great percentage of 
the British people never had It so good; 

Thus, it might be said that the faUurc of 
socialism In Britain Is less Important and 
less disastrous than the failure or capltalbm. 
Or perhapa It would he' more exact to say 
that an unwise, Inept socialism has failed 
less conspicuously than an unwise, unthlnk- 
Ihg capitalism. 

British socialism has failed, obviously. The 
trouble seems to be lass' in the system than 
in Its operators. In two years they have failed 
to raise a power once great, important and 
prosperous very far above the level at which 
the war left it. " Yet It appears that the 
British paople are going to stick with it, even 
at the risk of total collapse. 

How badly, then, the conservative gov- 
emmenta must have done by much of the 
people. How the shoe of closj-consciouaness 
must have pinched when It waa on the other 
foot. How badly the wealth must have been 
distributed, how callously the poor must have 
been dismissed to make them cling so eagerly 
to their present misery and to reslat all 
change. 

There is certainly something for us In thia 
country to think about in this example. We 
know that a capitalistic system, wlacly and 
*i'?''>*°<=ly administered, can work wonders. 
Butrtee can also sea where imlntclllgent 
cajflUliam haa carried Britain. All Americana 
on\BlB operating end of our economic system 
can;ponder the case of BrlUin to their profit. 

THAT AWFUL LAW AGAIN 
Under threat of «0,om,000 worth of damage 
suits, striking railway express drivers with- 
drew their secondary picket lines which had 
paralysed deliveries In New York City's huge 
garment industry and threatened lay-offs for 
thousands of the Industry's unlonlaed workers. 

The threat of these damage suits was made 
possible by the TWt-Hartley law. This law 
restricted a union's right to Interfere seri- 
ously with businesses against which it had 
no Brlevance. 

Maybe that's slavery. But we would say the 
law 'did a distinct service to the garment 
workers who weren't forced to take a payless 
holiday because of a quarrel which .didn't 
concern, them.

Oovemor Warren agreed with them. 

REflULTS— The result* so far JusUfy their stand, 
tho io-called California -Warren complex that they 
win take second place to nobody, economically or po- 
litically. In their weekly sections on national trade 
and finance, national magazines have recently high' 
lighted Callfomla'a postwar record. The periodical n- 
porta of the twelfth federal reserve district, on the 
west's condition read like the blurb of a real eetate 
salesman seducing; a prospect.

Washington, Idaho, Nevada and Arizona— the popula- 
tion hu Jumped from 13,800.000 to IT.eoo/XX) In seven 
years. 

BANK— Money Honed like oil. which Is why Cali- 
fornia's leaders— and this observation applies to most 
of the west— decided to put up their own dough and 
bank the gome thenuelves. They owe fiarry Truman 
nothing, aa they mxt quick to point out to a vlilUng 
fireman or newspaperman.- and that consideration 
may have some effect on the IMS, presidential out- 
>me In this sUt«. 

And CalUomla could afford to bank the gamel De- 
spite the fact that airplane conatrucUon dropped from 
100,000 annually during the war to only 1.33D In ISfB, 
that ihlptauUdlnE has died a quick death and that 
other Industries have suffered, employment In the six- 
state area has actually Increased. Service and trade 
have taken up the alack. 
Liquid assets In this reserve district have quadrupled 
I seven years. Increasing from H,503,0DO,0OO to 116,- 
0TI,OO0,00O. The gain was 301,3 per cent, ai against

U. S. steel Is building a 123,000,000 plant at PltLl- 
burg. Calif., to fabricate vteel mads at Its Geneva plant 
In Utah. Henry J. KaUer Is erecting a ilmllar factory 
to process steel mlled out at Fontana. Ford has set up 
a t1,000,0OO ssnembly unit at Los Angeles. Kalser- 
Praier have startecl a rival shop at Long Beach.

democratic British model had deep 
roots that have been revived since 
the overthrow of Mussolini. The 
non -communist left hu considerable 
strength here in France. 

These forces In Europe have 
tended In general in the post two 
years to drift -toward communism. 
Thus, In Italy, Petro Nennt has 
led the majority of the Socialist 
party Into a union with the Com- 
munist party. He told me In an m- 
tervlew In Roma that he felt com- 
pelled to take this step In order to 
try to save his party from ob- 
literation. If he had not taken It, 
his following would have gone over 
to communism, feeling there was 
no alternative. 

At a critical moment, of course, 
when the communists were appeal- 
ing for a united front of the left 
to oust the De Oasperl government, 
Giuseppe Saragat. leader of the 
right wing socialists, threw In his lot 
with the United StaUs and the 
Marshall plan. While he has SI neats 
in the parliament, tlierg seems toi 
be considerable doubt as to the 
extent of Saragat's popular fol- 
lowing. 

Fallurs to win over tlie moderate 
left Is not so much the fault of 



Indlvlduala. Tbe American dlplom- 
atlo approach following the torlr 
British pattern, simply does not 
cover a sufficient range to take in 
potlUclans and political portlea oq 
the periphery of power. 

In the tradition of the diplomacy 
of the past, all power was centered 
In the govemment^-octually In the 
king or In the king's mistress. Ths 
diplomat was a personal represen- 
tative from one monarch to an- 
other and. therefore, his whole bor-^ 
iBon was bounded by the court and 
the little court circle with Ita lotri- 
Bue> and conspiracies. 

Tht British appear to have done 
far more than wtf have to' break 
away from this outmoded tradition. 
When he was foreign mlrUster, An- 
thony Eden Initiated drostle 
changes^ While the hand ol tradition 
still rests heavily on that sacred 
precinct, the light of the present- 
day workl has begun to lUter Into 
the foreign office. 

American embassies and lega- 
Uoru now have lal»r attaches who 
speclalUs ' m reporting on labor 
problems. They seem for the moat 
part to be able and alert with a 
broad knowledge of their field. But 
they woric within the oonflnea of a 
Job with definite bureaucratic limi- 
tations. Those limits do not Include 
political contact or political report- 
ing. 

The Isbar attache knows that he 
may get his fin gen burned If he 
oversteps the llmiu of his Job. So he 
stays within bounds even thouRh he 
may ho aware of a vast field unex- 
plored and unrelated to American 
Interest. 

It Is at this point that you see 
clearly what a tragic mistake It was 
for congress to curtail so drastic- 
ally the United SUtea Informa- 
tion service. Information officers 
were developing relationships out- 
side the sphere of govemmenL 
Edltora D[ varying shades of political 
opinion were assured of American 
Interest. Then abruptly thta was 
chopped down almost to nothing.

NEW YORK (UJS— Star sapphires 
and starTubles, the first ever msde 
by man, have been placed on exhib- 
it at the American Museum of Nat- 
ural Hlatoiy. 

The lynthetlo gems, described as 
the greatest achievement yet In 
man- msde gems, were created by 
the Unde Air Products company In 
Chicago and In Tonawanda, H. 
tn an oxy-hydn^en flame from 
powdered aluminum. 

War-time necessity resulted In de- 
velopment ol the syntheUo Jewels. 
Although such gems have been 
manufactured In Europe for V> 
years, the process Is new to America. 
The company dovdoped synthetic 
Jewels for precision Instruments for 
tdanes and other war machines and 
now la making them for the Jewelry 
trade. 

A star ruhy weighing about 10 
carats was shown In comparison 
With a natural star ruby of the same 
sUe. ThB natural ruby was worth 
U0.000 to glOO.000, whereas the arU- 
Ilclal ruby was valued In hundreds 
of ddlars. The difference between 
the two was said to be IndUUngulsh- 
able to a lawman, although experts 
can Identify the ayntheUo Jewel.

Riots in India 
Wane as Law 
Gains G>ntrol 

NEW DELHI. Oct. 13 W>-Law 
and order appear to have regained 
the upper tumd In India and her 
sister dominion. Paklitanr after two 
months of communal fighting In 
Which more than BOOflOO persons 
died. 

Leaders of the two dominions are 
actively and uncomfortably aware 
of the depths to which the savage 
butchery of men, women and chil- 
dren shocked the world. Their pub- 
lic and private atatements and of- 
ndal' military reports give this 
picture of conductions: 

Rioting Is on the wane. 

Fast Hlsority Removal 

This improvement Is not so much 
because the embattled religious com- 
munities are more tolerant as It Is 
that both govenunents are throwing 
enough troops against the rioters 
and that hated minorities are being 
removed from dangerous areas at 
a fantastic rate of speed and at a 
eoet of fantastic hardship. 

The leaden hope they can end 
this two-way flight of Hindus and 
Btkhs from Pakistan and Modems 
from India alter the total reaches 
0,000.000 and that the trouble then 
will subside as Irritating contacts 
thin ouL The Indian government 
set Nov. 15 as the target date for 
completion ol the evacuation, but 
the operation could take many 
weeks longer. It Is dlghUy post 
the half-way mark now. 

Par l^m Friendly 

Both governments, while 
operating to a degree In the 
trol of riots and the care of re- 
fugees, are far from friendly 
trustful of one another. 

Although no Informed person 
seems to see the likelihood of war 
between them, scarcely a week has 
passed since the trouble started 
without some top-flight leader. In- 
cluding Mahondas I£. Oandhl, wom- 
tng that unless some reasonable co- 
operation ia reached and minorities 
are respected, the dominions con- 
clevably could drift Into armed con- 
flict. But both are short of food 
and the other necessities of war.
